THE COMING KNIGHTS. 


The question of where to put the 
Knights Templar who are coming to 
California in such large numbers, in 
August, has become a very serious one 
in San Francisco. While the other ar- 
rangements for the holding of the 
Triennial Conclave are progressing sat- 
isfactorily, those in relation to hotel 
accommodations are represented to be in 
a sad condition. Committces acting on 
behalf of the Knights have been in 
consultation with the principal hotel- 
keepers relative to ways and means for 
accommodating the visiting brethren, 
but as a result of their labors they 
were only able to find accommodations 
for some eight hundred visitors, where- 
as it is expected that not less than four 
thousand Knights will want ac- 
commodations. Outside of the lead- 
ing hotels, however, between one and 
two thousand rooms have been en- 
gaged, and the hunt for quarters is 
still kept up. The present outlook 
is certainly not promising, and there 
is much auxiety and nervousness over 
the matter on the-part not only of the 
local'committees, who feel the imme- 
diate responsibility, but .also on the 
part of citizens who have the good 
name of San Francisco at heart, and 
who are properly sensitive lest the 
city failto furnish suitable accmmo- 
dations for the Visiting brethren whom 
all desire to treat with hospital- 
ity. Besides the four or five thous- 
und Knights who are expected, there 
will come, perhaps, a much larger 
number of friends and others, thus 
swelling the total so as to tax the 
hotels and lodging-houses still farther 
beyond their capacity. 

Every effort should be made to rém- 
edy this serious state of affairs in San 
Francisco; and the matter should be 
brought home to the Knights and citi- 
zens, of Los Angeles, also, so 
that they may prepare in time 
for the coming of the very large num- 
ber of visitors which will doubtless 
knock at our doors for hospitable ad- 
mission. We cannot allord to turn 
any of them away unsatisfied, so let us 
take time by the topknot and make 
provision for the coming Knights. We 
believe a committee has already been 
appointed by Caur de Lion Com- 
mandery to take the matter in hand. 
Perhaps a joint committee of Knights 
and citizens would handle the matter 
most effectively ?

He is also a fit 
representative of that numerous class 
of intelligent and refined German- 
Americans who do not believe that the 
great end and aim of man should be 
the constant viewing ot life through 
the bottom of a beer mug. This class 
naturally and very properly object to 
having the honored Kmperor and his 
great prime minister misrepresented as 
to their person:! habits. They consid- 
er it no compliment, but on the con- 
trary a reproach to those gentlemen 
when an American journal alleges that 
they, or either of them, are in the hab- 
it of making gluttons of themselves 
and washing down their favorite vi- 
ands with “a pint of brandy” at one 
sitting. The rebuke administered by 
_“A German” to the coarse-grained, 


badly-informed Herald isa deserved 
one.

MISCELLANEOUS. 


Protection is the rock upon which 
the Democratic ship is destined to run 
and split itself wide open. The old 
hulk ia making straight for the reefs, 
and some of the veteran salts who 
assume to be capable of navigating 
the crazy craft are already throwing 
out danger signals. The New York 
Herald—a sort of freebooter on the 
sea of politics, but with Democratic 
instincts and leanings—is one of thesc. 
The Herald don’t believe in the sea- 
manship of Samuel J. Randall, and is 
bitteriy opposed to his pretensions for 
Speaker of the next House of Repre- 
sentatives. It says that on the ques- 
tion of protection he stands with the 
Republicans, and to put him at the 
head of the party, the Herald thinks, 
would take awa7 the last excuse for 
the existence of the organization. 

This question, “Will the Democratic 
party break up?” is beginning to 
burn. It isa topic of discussion in 
the press of that party. “Before the 
Democratic party can win in 1884,” 
says the New York World,*‘it must 
fight out the tariff issue in its own 
ranks” upon the question ‘whether 
it will tolerate protective taxes as dis- 
tinct from revenue taxes.” Where- 
upon the Sun remarks that “a party 
that begins the year preceding a 
Presidential election with an internal 
conflict of this nature may as well 
abandon the idea of electing the 
President the year afterward.’ This 
is a patent truth, forcibly stated by a 
Democratic paper. If the Democratic 
party means to become anything more 
than a party of negations, and to 
fight for any other object than 
offices and plunder, it will have 
to take its stand on the tariff question, 
one way or the other, and that speed- 
ily. The next Presidential election is 
but a year off, and the county is look- 
ing to see what the Democratic party's 
attitude will be on the live and lead- 
ing questions of tariff and free 
trade. Unless it settles the present 
bitter dissensions in its ranks 
on these questions within the 
present year, it goes into its next 
Presidential Conventiou disorganized,

To the Editor of the Times—Sir: Has 
the editor of the Herali perhaps himself 
iaken ‘a pint of brandy’’ with his supper, 
and thus inspired, written that editorial 
about Emperor Wilhelm and Bismarck, 
which he publishes on Sunday morning? 
Or has he derived his information from 
the -‘Irish World’’ or some such re-lie-able 
newspaper? 

I can not but suppose that he was at 
the time under the influence of the two. 


“It appears that the Emperor, like Bis- 
marck, has a great relish for the good 
things of this life. The consumption of 
one of his favorite dishes is accompanied 
by the drinking of a pint of brandy. 

This is what we are gravely told in that 
editorial. 

Now, I can assure Mr. Lynch that Em- 
peror Wilhelm, as well as Bismarck, differ 
from him very much in regard to what 
he considers to be ‘‘the good things of 
life,’’ as they differ from him in a great 
many Other respects. They do not con- 
sider brandy to be one of the good things 
of life. If the Herald editor’s disposition 
would have allowed him to seek correct 
information he would have found that 
Emperor Wilhelm is one of the most tem- 
perate men living. He eats very spar- 
ingly and allows himself only a very 
sinall glass of sherry at ten o’clock in the 
morning, and one glass of hock or claret 
with his dinner. His physician, Dr. Lauer, 
insists upon his taking this or else he would 
perhaps not take that much. The Hohen- 
zollern family are a hardy, long-lived 
race;‘they could not be so were they in- 
temperate. History shows but very few 


| of them to have been an exception to the 


rule. 
Mr. Lynch would have done well to in- 
guire what Mr. White or any other Amer- 
ican Minister has to say about the char- 
acter, habits and private life of Emper- 
or Wilhelm. His worst enemies—of 
course I mean respectable enemies—never 
even dared to hint that he was intem- 
perate. 
As for Prince Bismarck, the charge is 
equally false. He is subject to the most 
terrible attacks of neuralgia-—attacks so 
severe as to unfit him for _ bus- 
iness for weeks together. This 
alone will prevent any sensible man— 
and Prince Bismarck is a very sensible 
man—from using stimulants to excess, 
even if he was disposed to do so, which, 
however, he is not, as the editor of the 
Herald could easily have found out, if he 
had cared to do so. 
There is no cheaper amusement, and 
none more pleasant, too, for prejudiced 
men of one nationality than to sit down 
together and slander those who have very 
littlein common with them. But Iam 
not aware that anyone who publishes a 
paper in this city wishes that it should 
not be read by people of all nationalities.
